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What  Happened  When  a  Careless  Gardener  In  the  U.  S.  A.  Planted  One 
of  J.  D.  Long’s  Bulbs  Upside  Down 


The  official  organ  of  the  American  Glad¬ 
iolus  Society  is  an  exceedingly  interesting 
and  helpful  magazine,  THE  GLADIOLUS 
REVIEW,  edited  by -Prof.  Alex  Laurie,  pub¬ 
lished  at  Goshen,  Indiana,  and  mailed  free  to 
members  of  the  society. 

When  the  Review  comes,  the  first  of  each 
month,  I  drop  everything  and  give  every 
page  the  once  over,  then  when  I  have  time 
later  I  give  it  a  more  thorough  reading. 

Imagine  my  surprise  when  I  came  to  page 
198  in  May,  1930,  number,  to  discover  this 
cartoon  with  the  clever  explanation.  I  sup¬ 
pose  many  readers  thought  I  had  a  hand  in 
this,  but  the  truth  is  I  never  knew  anything 
about  it  until  I  saw  it  with  my  own  eyes  in 
the  Review. 

I  immediately  wrote  Secy.  Roscoe  Huff, 
who  is  also  business  manager  of  the  Review, 
asking  him  who  was  to  blame  for  planting 
the  bulb  upside  down  and  the  cartoon  right 
side  up.  Roscoe  said  that  the  drawing  was 
made  and  sent  in  by  Mrs.  Mary  Campbell, 
Athens,  Penna.,  and  that  he  took  it  upon 
himself  to  run  the  two  lines  under  cartoon 
as  shown  above. 

As  nothing  more  was  said.  I’m  not  sure 
whether  it  was  intended  to  point  any  moral. 
Guess  you  are  to  draw  your  own  conclusions 
regarding  the  pep  of  Colorado  grown  bulbs. 
To  be  honest :  I  had  a  hireling  once  who 
planted  a  lot  of  my  glad  bulbs  upside  down; 
but  they  didn’t  have  the  strength  to  do  as 
this  bulb  did, — just  detoured  the  sprouts 
around  the  bulbs  and  came  up  in  good  old 
Sunny  Colorado.

Glads  are  certainly  cheerful,  willing  work¬ 
ers.  Not  only  do  they  produce  the  pleasing 
spikes  of  bloom  we  enjoy  in  the  garden  or 
as  cut  flowers,  but  also  make  one  to  three 
or  four  new  bulbs  for  next  year’s  blooming, 
and  a  flock  of  bulblets.  The  bulblets  grow 
into  small  or  medium  size  bulbs  the  following 
season.  Not  all  bulbs  produce  so  many 
bulblets  as  shown  here

Yes,  it  has  become  a  habit  with  me  to 
offer  gladiolus  bulbs  and  bulblets  in  my  fall 
catalogue.

It  is  most  sensible  and  good  business  to 
buy  glads  in  the  fall.  I’ve  found  it  so  in  my 
own  buying  and  sure  practice  what  I  preach. 
I  spend  thousands  of  dollars  a  year  in  stocks 
of  the  newer  glads.  With  few  exceptions, 
all  these  are  bought  in  the  fall.  Fall  buying 
gives  you  the  pick  of  the  stock,  assures 
your  getting  the  varieties  and  sizes  you  want 
and  at  very  reasonable  prices.  Then,  too. 
it's  fun  having  your  bulbs  and  bulblets  right 
where  you  can  watch  them  and  keep  them 
carefully  and  safely  through  the  winter.  Just 
to  “paw  them  over”  from  time  to  time,  and 
visualize  the  rare  and  beautiful  spikes  of- 
bloom  they  will  produce,  is  no  small  com¬ 
pensation,  as  any  real  fan  well  knows. 

Three -Size  Glad  Bulbs 

The  Larger  Bulbs  will  measure  ( in  diame¬ 
ter)  from  1%  to  nearly  1  :-i  inches,  mixed 
sizes.  This  size  is  designated  by  the  “L.” 

Medium  Bulbs  measure  %  to  over  an  inch, 
mixed  sizes,  or  larger-.  I  find  these  Medium 
Bulbs  bloom  nicely,  though  the  large  bulbs 


make  still  larger  spikes  or  more  of  them. 
Medium  Bulbs  are  designated  by  letter  “M.” 

Small  Bulbs  are  designated  by  the  letter 
<lS.”  They  will  average  about  half-inch  in 
diameter,  some  larger,  some  a  little  smaller. 
Not  ,  sold  as  blooming  sizes,  yet  many  will 
bloom.  But  if  you  want  fine  spikes  of 
blooms  first  year,  buy  the  Large  and 
Medium  sizes. 

What  Size  Shall  I  Buy? 

A  Large  bulb  usually  produces  two  spikes 
of  blossoms,  sometimes  three,  occasionally 
four  or  five.  -  A  Medium  bulb  will  produce  a 
splendid  spike,  and  maybe  two  of  them.  A 
Small  bulb  is  not  certain  to  bloom,  but  most 
smaller  bulbs  will  bloom  nicely,  producing 
smaller  spikes. 

So  for  fllowering  purposes  there  isn’t  so 
very  much  difference  one  way  or  the  other 
as  to  the  relative  cost  of  bulbs  and  the 
flowers  they  produce. 

But  for  increasing  stock  there  is  a  big  dif¬ 
ference.  The  medium  and  small  bulbs  are  a 
much  better  investment  than  the  large  ones, 
for  producing  new,  vigorous  bulbs  and  many 
bulblets. 

Any  bulb  will  produce  one  new  bulb  for 

each  spike'"  it  sends  up,  so  you  get  two  or 
more  new  bulbs  from  a  large  bulb,  as  a  rule. 
But  the  bulbs  produced  from  the  smaller 
bulbs  are  more  vigorous.  The  small  bulbs 
you  plant — that  is.  the  small  and  medium 
bulbs,  will  generally  produce  a  good  many 
more  bulblets  than  will  be  found  on  bulbs 
from  the  larger  bulb. 

So  there  you  are — pay  your  money  and 
take  your  choice!  Large,  commercial  bulb 
growers  do  not  buy  the  largest  bulbs  if  they 
can  get  the  medium  or  small  ones.  Even  at 
the  same  price,  I  would  prefer  the  medium 
or  small  bulbs,  if  produced  from  the  bulblet 
planted  the  previous  season.  That  is,  in 
varieties  that  I  wish  to  propagate  or  increase 
stock  of  as  rapidly  as  possible.

This  explanation  is  hardly  necessary  for 
my  regular  customers.  They  know  I  take 
care  of  any  such  details. 

But  a  few  words  along  this  line  mav  be 
of  interest  to  all.

Because 
wne.n  I  come  to  fill  your  order  I’ll  bear  this 
:n  aiind  and  give  you  the  best  of  it  anvhow 
m  larger  bulbs,  or  more  of  them,  than  prom¬ 
ised  That  is.  where  there  might  be  any 
question  as  to  how  the  prices  should  run. 
Am ,  n'kely  to  send  you  some  extra  bulbs 
anvhow  for  good  luck.  That’s  one  0f  my 
failings,  as  my  old-  customers  know. 
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
